House Approves 


Anti-Lynch Bill 


Southern Filibuster Set 


to Kill It in Sen- 


ate 


WASHINGTON —(yi'j— The house 


approved one of its perennial election- 
year favorites, the anti-lynching bill, 
late Wednesday and sent it to the 
senate where an unyielding south- 
ern filibuster was set to kill it. 


The vote of 252 to 132 followed a 


discussion in which Representative 
Rankin D.-Miss.) asserted that the 
measure was "nothing but the renewal 
of a vicious attack on the white peo- 
ple of the southern states," coming 
not from the Republicans, he said, 
but from the Democrats. 


All southern efforts to amend the 


measure were crushed, under a mas- 
sive voting combination of Republi- 
cans and Democrats from the North 
and West. The same fate met an 
effort by Representative Hoffman (R.- 
Mich.), inveterate foe of the CIO, to 
attach provisions intended to restrict 
picketing. 


Tha single change accepted was of- 


fered by the author of the measure, 
Representative Gavagan 
(D-N. Y.), 


who represents the district of which 
New York City's teeming negro sec- 
tion, Harlem, is a part. He proposed 
the elimination of language making 
the bill inapplicable to any violence 
resulting from a labor disturbance. 
Gavagan explained that the provi- 
sion was unnecessary becan.se the bill 
could not possibly be interpreted as 
applying to labor situations.

COPENHAGEN, Denmark—(/?}—Re- 


ports were received here Thursday 
that more than 100 Soviet Russian 
officers had been called back from 
the Finnish front, some of them to 
face trial before special courts. 


Reports which reached Norwcigian 


and Finish quarters from numerous 
sources said the officers would be 
tried before courts consisting of peo- 
ple's commissars. 


The Russian commissariat dealing 


with supplies was reported especial- 
ly to be under a penetrating Inquiry, 
which, it was said,, had already led 
to executions. 


French Break Nazi Line 


BERLIN,. Germany — (fP)— A French 


company in a surprise attack was 
reported by the German official news 
agency Thursday to have succeeded 
in breaking the German line on 
Kreuzberg, east of Forbach, only to be 
driven back later by a Nazi counter- 
attack. 


DNB said the French left their 


dead and wounded when they were 
driven back by local German outposts 
after a short-lived triumph. 


Germans Over England 


LONDON, Eng. —(JP)— German war- 


planes ranged from Scotland to the 
southeast coast Thursday iti the third 
day of stopped-up aerial warfare. 


No bombs were dropped on land, 


and no alarms were sounded, in con- 
trast to heavy Nazi attacks on ships 
off the coast Tuesday. 


The only aerial victim was a small 


coastal vessel set on fire by a bomb- 
r. 
There were two additional marine 


losses, however, as a ship believed to 
be Italian struck a mine off the east 
coast. An unidentified vessel sank 
after a collision off the west coast. 


To Halt Buying 


BERLIN — </P)— Germans were warn 


ed that they must 'voluntarily reduce 
purchases" of unrationed articles or 
force would be used to compel them 
to spend less of their income. The 
warning was issued by Das Schwarzo 
Korps, organ of the Hitler Elite Guards 
which said one plan under considerat- 
ion is that of paying wages partly 
in certificates, which would not come 
due for several years. 


Authorities have been seeking to 


halt what is termed a wave of exces- 
sive buying of unrationed articles so 
that industries producing these arti- 
cles may work for direct war purpos- 
es. By reducing the amount of money 
people have to spend, it is reasoned, 
the government would stop such buy- 
ing and thus make available more cash 
to pay for the war. 


Das Schwarzc Korps said the Nazi 


state was seeking to reduce income in 
the same measure as it is considered 
necessary to reduce purchasing power. 
It was made clear force would be us- 
ed if descipline failed. 


Referring to Nazi expenditures for 


armaments and other purposes to in- 
crease German world prestige, the 
paper said: "Reduction of purchasing 
power is the entrance price each in- 
dividual is paying for Germany's en- 
trance into the world constellation of 
powers." 


Inflation Feared 


The rush to buy anything not rat- 


ioned is attributed partly to a psy- 
chological reaction, to shortage fears 
and to fears of inflation caused by 
issuance of additional paper bills and 
small coins in aluminum. One woman 
worker who spent her savings for un- 
necessary articles said '(the appear- 
ance' tif the aluminum coins was a 
sign.il for me."

High blood pressure occurs because 


the smallest blood vessels offer in- 
creased resistance to the flow of blood 
through them. 


Rest, use of sedatives and similar 


treatment will reduce the. blood pres- 
sure to normal, after which resis- 
tance to the flow of blood also is re- 
duced. 


Recently, medical science has been 


experimenting with a variety of drug 


j remedies, which have the effect of 
I lowering the blood .pressure. Such re- 
j-medics, when 'properly administered 


by a physician, can bring about this 
result in many cases. 


However, the remedies must be tak- 


en regularly under medical control 


' for the reason that overdoses 
are 


i harmful and underdoses fail- to yield 
| the proper result. The proper dosage 


varies in each case.

Pedigree Vital in 


Poultry-Raising 


Long Life, More Eggs, 
May Run In Chicken 


Family 


BLACKSBURG, Va. — You can't 


count your chickens before they hatch, 
but perhaps you can be sure they have 
a family tree worth crowing about. 
Dr. Heece L. Bryant, of the Virginia 
Agricultural Experiment Station, is 
trying to find out. 


To determine whether longevitity 


is a family trait in poultry as in man, 
he undertook a breeding experiment 
two years ago that may continue for 
another five years or longer. 


"We have not yet proved that we 


can produce longevity by breeding." 
Dr. Bryant says, "but there are de- 
finite indications that way. Our re- 
cords tend to show that livability is 
a family proposition, and that chicks 
hatched from older ^hens live longer 
than those of one-year-olds." 


If Dr. Bryant proves that scientific 


selection can develop poultry strains 
with longer life span than others, 
his research will be valuable in per- 
suading poultry breeders to keep re- 


of family strains as well as ol 


incliviclaul birds, and in increasing the 
income of poultrymen by extending 
the average egg-laying lifetime oi 
their hens. 


The most important result to date 


is finding that there is less mortality 
among the offspring of older birds 
than of pullets. Dr. Bryant thinks this 
is because weak birds—those of in- 
herently short-lived strains—have di- 
ed outin the older flock and 
left 


•-. select group capable o transmitting 
the desirable trait of longevity. 


The study began with 562 chicks 


from year old hens and 9$5 from hens 
three to five years old. Seventeen 
•per cent of the chicks of the year old 
hens died as chicks, and only 14 per 
cent of those of older hens. At 12 
weeks of age the males were discard- 
ed. After the pullets were housed, at 
five months of age, 22 per cent of the 
(laughters of the year olds died and 
only 19 per cent of those of older birds. 


Dr. Bryant has divided the birds in- 


to a high mortality and a low mortality 
group, both fed and managed the same 
way, 
as a check against each other. 


In the high mortality group only 31 


per cent of the housed pullets from 
rider hens died as compared to 37 
per cent from year old hens. In the 
low mortality group, six per cent 
of the pullets from older hens died 
and eight per cent from year olds. 
The conclusion is that chicks hatched 
from long-lived parents have a bet- 
ter chance of living to old age.

Better in Color 


Contrasty New Gar- 


nishes Turn the 


Trick

Is there bickering in your family 


over the- same old vegetables served 
in the same old way? Then, it's time 
to ring some changes. Brighten up 
the old reliables with a dashing sauce, 
snappy topper or a novel flavor blend. 
Add color contrasts and garnish touch- 
es. Cut the vegetables into different 
shapes and vary some by fashioning 
them into round, ring or loaf moulds. 
Put in fruits and fruit juices for 
subtle seasonings. 


Here is a Carrot Ring—new and 


vitamin filled. The ring can be used 
as a meat substitute for luncheon, 
supper or dinner. Cook carrots in 
boiling salted water until tender, then 
press through a coarse sieve. Take 2 
cupsful (about 3 cups of cubed un- 
cooked will make this much) and add 
3 tablespoons melted butter, Vn tea-

ion and paprika, 2 tablespoons flour 
and

Corn is a good mixer. It .ties up 


flavorl'ully with cooked egg plant cub- 
es, celery, tomatoes or okra. Serve 
it«wcll seasoned in creamed or escal- 
loped forms. 


For a new meat or fowl garnish 


there are parsnip cakes. Cook and 
mash parsnips, season well with salt, 
pepper, celery salt and butter. Shape1 
into c-inch cakes, roll in flour or 
cereal flakes and brown well. Or put 
cooked parsnip cubes into vegetable 
batter. Fry as usual and serve hot with 
celery sauce, 
meat gravy or cream- 


ed chikeri or fish. (That's an idea for 
leftovers.) 


Spinach is open to several serving 


suggestions. Press cooked spinach in- 
to a buttered ring, bake 10 minutes, 
unmculd, fill and surround with hot 
buttered beets, seasoned with a lit- 
tle chopped sweet pickle relish. Or 
sprinkle the top of the hot, seasoned 
spinach with chopped salted peanuts 
and echees. Surround with

And a mound of spinach, covered 


with creamed mushrooms and with 
a spiced pea garnish offers a worthy 
change.
